en on recommendation of the cot- 
ton advisory committee, compos- 
ed of spinners and growers. 
At that time the board said 
the

corpor- 
ation would sell not more than 
680,000 bales of the approximately 
1,800,000 it controlled during the 
year beginning August l. 


Since then congress has taken 


600,000 bales to be distributed for 
charitable purposes by the Red 
Cross. This and the 660,000 will 
virtually dispose of the stock the 
board acquired through stabiliza- 
tion operations.

From their information regard- 
ing ' plans to finance purchases, 
board members said It is simply 
an attempt on the part of Meyer 
and others to pursuade domestic 
banking interests that putting up 
the money to buy cotton at pres- 
ent prices would be a sound in- 
vestment and one that would help 
all concerned.

Find Solution At Siani — Immemorial Problem of 


How Man May Live With Man There Settled

Great national and International 
talk-fcsts have characterized this 
Summer. 
The British 
Imperial 


Conference at Ottawa, the political 
conventions at Chicago and the 
international meetings at Geneva 
and Lausanne, have all been of 
grave 
importance to the basic 
question of how men may live 
and work together. At bottom, all 
our perplexities are matters of 
human relationship. The business 
of getting along with people, as 
individuals and as 
large 
and 
small groups, is one of the old- 
est concerns of the race. 
It confronted Moses and the Is- 
raelites. The great lawgivers first 
prescription was 
that 
mankind 


should, before all else, get right 
and keep right with God. Once 
that all-important relationship was 
established, the rest would be easy. 
That is why the first section of 
the Decalogue dealt with thfe God- 
ward side of life. 
_s~ 
Is it at all far-fetched, or merely 
"preachy," to say that what the 
big conferences already mention- 
ed have lacked is this sense of ob- 
ligation behind all other obliga- 
tions; a relationship of power that 
would validate and insure all les- 
ser relationships? One such su- 
preme alligiance would make clear 
and harmonious the minor allegi- 
ances and programs that nave 
clashed. Nations as well as men, 
are in the Divine agenda. If all 
people served God, with 
single- 


eyed loyalty, there would be no 
more war, no more problems of 
armaments, or narcotics, of white 
slavery, of imperial oppressions, or 
other human wrongs. 
Let 
the 
world get back to Sinai in loyal- 
ty, and its lawlessness and un- 
brotherliness 
and 
socal 
evils 


would fade into Insignificance. 
A Bit About Old Writers. 
Last woek we considered this 
first section of the 
Ten 
Com- 
mandments, 
which 
dealt 
with 


man's fealty to his Creator. Now 
we are to study the six remaining 
prohibitions; for prohibition is no 
new experience in human life, de- 
spite the hysterical outcries of the 
wets. "Thou shalt not!" thunders 
down the ages from the Mountain 
of the Law, as mandatory upon 
every life that acknowledges a 
Supreme Lawgiver. 
let us clear up a little 


man Is worthy of note. Especially 
fraught with meaning for the pres 
cnt generation is the place of th 
first of the commandments in th 
manward categoryl: "Honor thy 
father and thy mother."

A Significant First. 
Not mere rules, but great and 
abiding principles were the Com- 
mandments. 
They apply every- 
where and 
always. 
They 
are 


equally in force for the ma •. far 
from home, where nobody who 
knows him will see how he be- 
haves, and for tho folk who never 
roam from their own firesides. 
They are the essential standards 
for the orderly on-going of life. 
Within their confines is room for 
the devolopment of the finest char- 
acter, the largest liberty and the 
fullest 
of 
human relationships. 
Obedience to these laws would 
cure all our present social ills, 
and end this hideous depression. 
Emphasis is always significant. 


What the Divine Law puts first 
in its list of duties of man to 


ence corroborates Moses. And we 
are safe in saying that our mal- 
adjusted social order never will be 
straightened out until the home 
wherein parents merit and exer- 
cise the role divinely assigned to 
them, resumes it proper place, 


As To Death and Chastity. 
Pacifists appeal to the Sixth 
Commandment, "Thou shalt not 
kill" as ultimate warrants for their 
position. The Revised Version bet- 
ter expresses the original Hebrew 
which is "Thou shalt do no mur- 
der." 
Not all killing is murder 
else the subsequent elaboratio' 
ol 
the Mosialc Code would not have 
so freely applied the death penalty. 
Life is sacred; but justice is more 
sacred. 
In frank and shameless disagree- 
ment with the Seventh Command- 
ment — and with the long experi- 
ence of the human race — our mod- 
ern mood is to treat unchasity 
lightly. 
"Society" merely giggles 
over the antiquated law. "Thou 
shalt not commit, adultery." In so 
doing it is destroying itself. So- 
cial corruption invariably precedes 
social destruction. Only upon the 
sancity of the home, and the vir- 
tue of individuals, can a sound 
civilization be built. That is why 
adultery, and all that it connates, 
is made a sin against God— ;even 
before the Decalogue was decreed, 
Joseph, in Potiphar's house, saw 
thij to be so — and the New Testa- 
ment adds its frequent and un- 
equivocal support to ths great law. 
An uhchase society is doomed. 
Human Rights and Property 
Rights. 
As corner stones of the great 
principle of private 
property— ^a 


principle which Communism chal 
lenges — the Mosaic Law 
decrees 
the Eighth and Tenth Command 
ments— "Thou shalt 
not 
steal;' 


'Thou shalt not covet." The r.ia 
terial right of man, his owner 
ship of what he has lawfully ac 
quired, are buttressed b- this Di 
vine enactment.

Sinai's 
thundered ban applies as truly to 
the thieving stock-operator or pred- 
atory corporation as It does to the 
bandit with a gun. 


Reputation is as sacred as tang- 


ible property; so the Ninth Com- 
mandment enjoins, "Thou shalt 
not bear false witness against thy 
neighbor."
